# From the Camp ‘at Efpinofa, Fuly 28. 

HE Enemy who made a Motion as if 
they ay ch to approach the King of 
Spain's Camp, ftop’d at Guadalaxara, 
and parrnearAlcala where is their heavy 
Baggage and Artillery. Some Troops 
are fince advanc’d within 3 Leagues of the River of 
Henares, on which his Catholick Majefty’s Army is 
encamp’d. The Rearguard of the French Troops 
that came thro’ Navarre, with the Artillery and 
Ammunition, have joyn’d us. The Regiment of 
Dragoons of Don Miguel Pons y Mendoca which 
was left at Maella between the Kingdom of Valen- 
cia and Arragon, has rejoyn’d our Army, having in 
their March beaten the Enemy in feveral Skirmithes 
without the Lofs of one Man. Thus we are ina 
Condition to march againft the Enemy, before they 
are ftrengthen'd by the Detachments which my Lord 
Peterborow is bringing rothem. The heavy Bag- 
gage is left at Atienza; and his Majefty is here, 
having refolv'd to advance and fight the Enemy, 
without Lofs of Time. 

Burgos, ‘fuly 30. The Towns that could not make Re- 
fiftance, returned al] to their Obedience to the King, as 
foon as the Enemy mov’'d to a little diftance from them. 
The Enemy forced the Inhabitants of Toledo to let 
them Proclaim the Archduke: But prefently after, the 
Gentry and People made a new Proclamation, to re- 
eftablifh the Obedience due to His Catholick Majefty ; 
and it was even found neceflary to fend Guards, to hin- 
der any Ill Ufage being offer’d to the Officers of the 
Queen Dowager, fome of whom indifcreetly fhew'd 
their Joy at the Revolution. On Advice of thig, the 
Enemy fent 2000 Foot, and 1ooo Horfe to taku Re- 
—* but they finding the whole City in Arms, re- 
tird. Salamanca has done the like, the Clergy having 
Exhorted the People to Fidelity, and putting themfelves 
at their Head, the Inhabitants have feiz'd feveral of the 
Enemy's fmall Convoys of Provifions ; and laft of all 
attack’d one that was guarded by 800 Men, of whom 
90 were Killed, a like Number taken Prifoners, and 
many Wounded, and feveral Carts loaded with Cloaths, 
Shooes, and Provifions, were taken. The Enemy had 
caufed 25000 Meafures of Corn to be Bought up in la 
Mancha, where is great Plenty of it, and fenta ftrong 
Guard to fetch it to Madrid. The Inhabitants of To- 
bofo and Quintanar, fmall Towns in la Mancha, Siezd 
the Horfes, Carts, and Money ; which the Alcaides 
immediately brought to the King. 800 Horfe were De- 
tach’d by the Enemy to Ravage thofe Places, and 
make an Example of them ; but the Militia alone re- 
ceiv'd them with fo gréat Intrepidiry, that they Kill'd 
140 of them, befides Wounding a confiderable Num- 
ber, and took feveral Prifoners. Avila, Segovia, Are- 
valo, and feveral ather Towns have alfo return’d to 
their Obedience to the King: And at Ciudad Real, 3 
Gentlemen who Proclaim’d the Archduke, would have 
been torn in Pieces, had not the Magiftrates caufed 
them to be carry’d to !rifon: Yet their Houfes were 
Pillag’d, tho’ the People would make no Advantage 
of the Plunder, but burnt their Goods and Coaches in 
the Market-Place. Some Catalonians and Valertcians, 
venturing in the Night to cry out in the Streets of 
Madrid, Long Live King Charles, were Kill’d on thé Spot; 
and the People were fo enrag’d, that fome Portuguefe 
who were difcover’d, were fore’d, to fave their Lives, 
tocry Long Live King Philip. The City of Pampelona, 
befides what they have furnifh’d to fo many Troops. 
in their Paffage, have fent the King a free Gift of 
20000 Pieces of Eight. The other Towns of Navarre 
which have made an Affociation with thofe of the 
Frontier of Arragon, facilitate with all imaginable 
Zeal the Levy of 4 Regiments of Navarrois, and fur- 


venith Proviftons for them. The City of S. Jago in Ga- 


Neia, the Archbifhop, the Chapter, the Univerfity,
